CENTENNIAL, Colo. Victims of the Aurora movie theater shooting- 
one in a wheelchair— and many of their relatives came to the Arapa- 
hoe County Courthouse on Monday morning as the prosecution and 
defense teams prepared to hear the charges against suspect James E. 
Holmes. 

Relatives of the youngest shooting victim killed, 6 -year-old Veronica 
Moser- Sullivan, were among the first in line for one of 35 courtroom 
seats reserved for victims and their family members. The relatives en- 
tered the courtroom first. 

Mary Hansen of Denver, an aunt of Veronica’s mother, said the fam- 
ily members came to support each other, including Veronica’s father, 
Ian Sullivan, who Hansen said “is just broken up.” 

They also came to see the accused shooter, Hansen said, “to have 
some sense of who he is, like a character study almost, to put a name 
and face together.” 

Judy Woodard, a Moser family friend from Palm Springs, said they 
were grateful to be able to see the accused. 

“So many times when something like this happens, the person ends 
up killing themselves, like Columbine,” she said. 

Some of those wounded in the shooting showed up for the hearing, 
including Rita Paulina, 45, who was brought into court in a wheelchair, 
still wearing hospital bracelets and one of her legs wrapped in gauze. 
Her husband, Anggiat Mora, 47, said they went to see “The Dark 
Knight Rises,” the Batman movie at which the shooting broke out, 
with their 14-year-old son and came to Monday’s hearing to “continue 
what happened at last week’s” hearing.

Holmes charged 
with 24 murder 
counts in ‘Dark 
Knight’ rampage

CENTENNIAL, Colo. The former gradu- 
ate student accused of opening fire at a 
Denver-area screening of the latest “Bat- 
man” film, killing 12 people, was formally 
charged on Monday with 24 counts of 
first-degree murder and 116 counts of at- 
tempted murder. 

James Holmes, 24, was formally 
charged during his second court appear- 
ance since his arrest after the massacre 
during a packed showing of “The Dark 
Knight Rises” shortly after midnight on 
July 20. 

The rampage left 12 dead and 58 in- 
jured, several critically 

Holmes, wearing jail garb with his hair 
still dyed orange but with the color fading 
to pink in places, sat impassively with two 
defense attorneys through the 45-minute 
hearing. 

But he looked more alert than during 
his first court appearance one week ago, 
when he looked dazed and groggy The 
courtroom was packed with members of 
the media and family members of victims. 

Holmes spoke only once Monday an- 
swering “yes” when Arapahoe County 
District Judge William Sylvester asked if 
he understood the charges against him. 

Prosecutors essentially charged Hol- 
mes with two murder counts for each 
victim— one standard first-degree mur- 
der charge plus one count of murder with 
extreme indifference. 

In all, prosecutors have charged Holm- 
es with 142 criminal counts in the shoot- 
ing: the 24 murder and 116 attempted 
murder counts, plus one count of posses- 
sion of an explosive device and one count 
of committing a crime of violence. 

During the hearing, defense attorneys 
asked that prosecutors turn over evidence 
collected in the case. They are seeking a 
package that news reports have said was 
sent by Holmes to a University of Colo- 
rado psychiatrist. Dr. Lynne Fenton. 

Prosecutors responded that they had 
not yet opened that parcel, which accord- 
ing to Fox News contained a notebook 
outlining the shooting scenario, including 
stick-figure drawings. 

Holmes, a San Diego native, was a doc- 
toral student of neuroscience at the uni- 
versity’s Anschutz campus before filing 
paperwork to drop out in June. 

Court documents filed on Friday by 
defense lawyers said Holmes had been 
under Fenton’s care.

Drew Peterson’s Chicago-area neighborhood 
was peaceful on a recent, muggy afternoon. 
But residents know the relative peace prob- 
ably won’t last. 

Peterson’s home on Pheasant Chase Drive 
in Bolingbrook— just blocks from the home 
where his third wife, Kathleen Savio, was 
found drowned in a bathtub in 2004— has 
been the backdrop for countless TV news- 
casters since his fourth wife, Stacy Peterson, 
disappeared in 2007. 

In the years since, residents have grudg- 
ingly gotten used to the periodic arrival of 
journalists and occasional visits from tourists, 
who will drive into Peterson’s cul-de-sac, snap 
a picture and drive off It might get far worse 
before it gets better, said resident Rick Hick- 
ey, who said he once let Geraldo Rivera park 
in his driveway during the height of Peterson 
mania. 

Peterson is charged in Savio’s slaying, and 
opening statements in his trial are scheduled 
for Tuesday 

“If he is acquitted {and returns home], it 
will be a zoo,” Hickey said. “We all want to 
know what’s going to happen.” 

Neighbors say they have bonded over the 
Peterson saga, sharing the media glare, trad- 
ing books about the case and critiquing the

In the past, some 
homeowners have brandished baseball bats 
to drive news crews away from their lawns, 
while others more cordially have offered 
hot dogs to reporters, residents recalled. 

“We’ve learned to look for the, I call them 
the eyes in the sky”— the rows of towering 
satellite antennas on top of news trucks — 
“and the helicopters because you can see 
them from the road in,” said a neighbor, 
who declined to give her name. 

“You watch the news to follow [the 
case},” she said, “because you want to know 
if you’re going to be able to get down the 
street when you go home.” 

Eric Lawhead was in the final stages of 
buying the house next door to Peterson’s 
when Peterson was arrested in 2009. 

“Drew actually walked through the house 
with me the first time I looked at it. He was 
out in the yard and said he had never been 
inside,” Lawhead said. 

The house, a short sale, probably was 
cheaper thanks to Peterson’s notoriety, and 
Lawhead’s real estate agent had him sign an 
affidavit affirming that he had been warned 
about his neighbor’s tabloid celebrity

Was it a 
murder or 
an accident?

Former Bolingbrook police Sgt. Drew Peter- 
son placed his third wife into a sleeper hold 
until she lost consciousness, lifted her into 
the bath tub in her master bathroom and held 
her head underwater until she drowned. Will 
County’s top prosecutor has alleged in court. 

After she was dead, Peterson allegedly struck 
Kathleen Savio, 40, on the back of the head, 
perhaps with his police baton, to make her 
death appear accidental, prosecutors have said. 

Yet before they attempt to prove that Pe- 
terson was responsible for Savio’s 2004 death, 
prosecutors will face an unusual obstacle: 
They’ll first have to convince jurors that Savio 
was murdered. 

That process begins Tuesday with opening 
statements, the unofficial start of the murder 
trial that began last week with jury selection. 
It’s been nearly five years since Peterson’s 
fourth wife, Stacy disappeared and the sen- 
sational case made national headlines. Drew 
Peterson helped fuel the media frenzy do- 
ing interviews on “The Today Show,” “Good 
Morning America” and “Dr. Phil,” and the 
saga eventually became a Lifetime TV movie, 
starring Rob Lowe as Peterson. 

After 23-year-old Stacy vanished in 2007, 
Savio’s body was exhumed and nearly two 
years later, Peterson was charged with Sav- 
io’s murder. Peterson, 58, is the sole suspect 
in Stacy’s disappearance but has not been 
charged in that case. 

The first challenge for prosecutors is the 
coroner’s jury finding not long after her death 
that Savio’s drowning was accidental. Dr. Bry- 
an MitcheU, the pathologist who performed 
Savio’s original autopsy also wrote that the 
gash on the back of her head “may have been 
related to a fall” in the tub. 

A police report notes that Mitchell, a 
deputy coroner and a crime scene investiga- 
tor agreed that Savio’s death was an accident. 
Authorities now say they didn’t properly in- 
vestigate Savio’s death until Peterson’s fourth 
wife vanished.

U.S. Postal Service 
faces financial woes 


D WASHINGTON The U.S. Postal Service is set this week 
to default on a giant payment, the latest blow illus- 
trating Congress’ slow progress toward fixing the agency’s 
deep financial woes and one that could damage some cus- 
tomers’ confidence. 

The Postal Service has said for months that it could not 
afford to make the $5.5 billion payment for future retiree 
health benefits, which originally was due in 2011 but was de- 
layed by Congress until Aug. i. 

The mail agency which relies on sales of stamps and oth- 
er products rather than taxpayer funds, has said the same 
about a second payment due at the end of the fiscal year in 
September. 

Congress has so far made no significant push to delay the 
payment again. Missing the health pre-payment, the first 
default in the agency’s history would not cause interrup- 
tions in service or prevent the Postal Service from paying 
suppliers and employees, USPS spokesman David Parten- 
heimer said in an email. 

But trade groups, mailing industry lobbyists and some 
business owners said the approaching default raises ques- 
tions about the Postal Service’s financial stability and Con- 
gress’s commitment to helping remedy the agency’s money 
woes. 

Eroding confidence in the Postal Service’s future adds 



incentive for mailers to explore alternatives to traditional 
mail, they said— a shift that would only deepen the agency’s 
troubles. 

“Each one of these deadlines that gets hit and missed, I 
think, creates a degree of uncertainty in the minds of those 
who make decisions about how they’re going to manage 
specific marketing campaigns,” said Ken Garner, president 
of the Mailing and Eulfillment Service Association, a trade 
group representing mailers, printers and other mailing in- 
dustry businesses.
